Richard F. Grey, watchman in the 
lorty century building on Broadway, 
near the centre of the financial dis¬ 
trict, was the hero. He Is now In the 
^hospital suffering from ’wounds which 
|hs receive^ In a desperate fight against 
Mao robbera/Vho attacked him while he 
was making his rounds on the ninth 
floor of the building after midnight. 

Although 80 years old. Grey made a 
most determined fight against his as¬ 
sailants, and It was not until he had 
been battered till almost unconscious, 
that he was overcome. Even then he 
refused to reveal the hiding place of 
the keys to the hundred^ of offices in 
the great building. In their desperation 
the robbers chloroformed the old man, 
laying him on the floor, and then began 
a search of the lower portion odfthe 
building for the missing keys. Ap¬ 
parently they were unsuccessful in 
their search, for w’hen Grey revived 
and staggered down the stairs to the 
basement the men had disappeared. 

Grey gave a good description of his 
assailants, and the police believe they 
will be captured. A detective who had 
talked with Grey, is of the opinion that 
a clerk at one time employed in the 
building, was the instigator of the at¬ 
tempted robbery, and that his com¬ 
panion was an expert bank thief. 

"If these men had gotten the keys 
from the watchman.” said the detective, 
[•‘they would have made a Job that 
tiould have »*J« the Manhattan bank.

San Francisco. Oct. t.—“President 
Zelaya of Nicaragua has the upper 
hand of affairs on the Gentrai Ameri¬ 
can Coast, and will'undoubtedly win in 
any real contest of arms that mgy take 
place. And that the£e, will be war on 
the lower coast there Is little doubt. 
Turmoil and strife are as common there 
as hot weather and laxlness—more com¬ 
mon than usual, an<) a big war is look¬ 
ed for within the next few months with 
Nicaragua.

INCREASE OUR WEALTH. 

When Sir Wilfrid Laurlor Arst an¬ 
nounced the policy of hta govemment 
In regard to the construction of a new- 
transcontinental railway line across 
Canada far north of any existing sys¬ 
tems, with the object of creating a 
new Dorhlnion and demonstrating That 
Canada was not merely a narrow strip 
of territory lying north of the United 
States boundary line, objection was 
raised by the opposition that such a 
project was not warranted. The ex¬ 
penditure would constitute a grievous 
burden on the people. The land waft 
barren and uninhabitable. The enter¬ 
prise would prove A gigantic and ruin¬ 
ous blunder. Mr. Borden, the leader 
of the opposition, who is a^ present 
criticising the policy of fthe govern¬ 
ment. held that the statesmanlike and 
business-like thing to do would be to 
utilize the existing systems of trans¬ 
portation in the East, purchase the 
only section of the C. P. R. that is not 
remunerative and Is not likely to be 
remunerative, giving all lines a com¬ 
mon route through the "bad lands" 
along the shores of Lake Superior, and 
complete the undertaking by the con¬ 
struction of new lines through the sec¬ 
tions of the prairies which are known 
to be rich In agricultural possibilities. 
That Is to say, the opposition held that 
none of the regions north of the see- 
tions of the East already cleared and 
populated were worthy of any ^expend!**-, 
tures to secure their development. That 
position predicated a Canada of very 
contracted dimensions. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler look the broader and more 
statesmanlike view. He desired to sig¬ 
nalize dils public career by proving that 
a greater Canada than had yet been 
dreamt of by the most sanguine of 
Canadians was merely awaiting means 
of communication to prove its possi¬ 
bilities. That the Premier was JustlAed 
In his optimism has already been dem¬ 
onstrated, although the work of build¬ 
ing the Grand Trunk PaciAc Railway 
has merely commenced. The Liberal 
government of Ontario alsq had faith 
In the resources of the north. It un¬ 
dertook the construction of a govern¬ 
ment line for the purpose of proving 
the substantial foundation upon which 
It based Us faith. The TemlBkanaing 
Railway, whether guided by the hand 
of blind fate or as a result of the wide 
distribution of wealth in the regions It 
penetrates, opened up the wonderful 
mints of the Cobalt district. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific will undoubtedly 
-prepare the path for the feet of thous¬ 
ands of agriculturists. It will run 
east and west through a. district of 
which Cobalt is typical, and It may 
uncover treasures greater by far than 
those of Cobalt Ths government of 
the province of Ontario Is already 
reaping benefits from the new Irene 
continental line. Speculators have been 
tofivffiood of tho value uft the lands ty¬ 
ing along the railway—lands which 
have. not been given to the company 
but have been reserved for the people 
of the province of Ontario. The Whit¬ 
ney government has been offered n 
million dollars for a section through 
which the line will run. Thorn* lend* 


country as a result of ths completion 
of that greet "work Is simply Ittcalcul- 
ahtt. And the Conservative leader Is 
to-day telling the people of Canada 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific enterprise 
was a grant blunder.

CARRIES A MESSAGE TO BRITAIN. 

The squadron of the British Aeet 
which In former times kept the old fiag 
Aoating to the breeze on the PaciAc. 
Coast qj. North America Is now greatly 
reduced in numbers. The glory ol Es¬ 
quimau as a British naval station hath 
departed. Whether It shall ever be re¬ 
stored Is a matter which only the fu¬ 
ture and the policy of the AdnjU-alty 
can determine. But It l* our good for¬ 
tune to bo visited occasionally by men 
who with their pen, voice or inAuer.ce 
labor unceasingly to uphold ths 
prestige of the Empire and to maintain 
the ancient, honorable traditions of the. 
British .race. . One of the. most distin¬ 
guished of present-day British men of 
letters, an Imperialist In the truest 
and strictest sense of Ol® word, has 
Just terminated a brief sojourn with 
us. Mr. Kipling on this bceaslon did 
not come td deliver a message; He 
came to observe. He will carry a mes¬ 
sage back'to his own people, and we 
have no hesitation In saying that his 
message will be delivered promptly and 
with all the force for which ho la re¬ 
nowned. 

Great changes have come over Can¬ 
ada since the days, when the ac¬ 
knowledged Imperial laureate paid his 
first brief “Visit to our shores. Mr. 
Kipling Is a shrewd observer of the 
trend of the times, whether that trend 
be patriotic, political or material. Six¬ 
teen years ago this country was com¬ 
paratively dormant. Within the space 
of a dosen years -tt has become ani¬ 
mated by new life, a new spirit and new* 
ambitions. The change has been 
marked In every province of the Do¬ 
minion. It Is most prerronneed in the 
great, opulent West. ,lt has projected 
into the life of out people new, difficult 
and delicate problems. Such problems 
cannot be Bolved by hysterical appeals 
to racial prejudices and passions. They 
must be dealt with by statesmen im¬ 
pressed with a deep sense of respon¬ 
sibility to the people most Intimately 
concerned In the first Instance and 
with a due regard for the Interests of i 
the l^ominion and qf the Empire in j 
the second. Mr. Kipling has observed 
the situation here. He has spoken his 
mind to us with regard to it. His lan¬ 
guage was emphatic and impressive. 
We shall quote the sentence to which 
we have referred in full, because we 
•believe It will leave a lasting Impres¬ 
sion upon the minds of our people who 
contend our material and higher In¬ 
terests will be best served by leaving 
tbe problem ta salve Itself. He sahl: 

“One wort! more, gentlemen. It Is 
possible that, in your present situa¬ 
tion, you may think, or you may be 
directed, or persuaded to think, that 
this Is not an urgent question; that 
It* Is possible to dally with this ques¬ 
tion. But the time is coming when 
you will have to choose between the 
desired reinforcement of your own 
stock and the undeslred rush of races 
to whom you are strangers, whose 
speech you do. not understand, and 
from whose Instincts yotfUre separated 
by thousands of years. That Is your 
choice. Myself, I think that the time 
for making that choice Is on you 
now, now." 

The above ^contains a word of coun¬ 
sel for us In British. Columbia and In 
Canada. It will, we assume, consti¬ 
tute Mr. KlpHng’s message to the peo¬ 
ple at home who direct Imperial af¬ 
fairs and form Imperial alliances. As 
we have said this message will be de¬ 
livered with all the force for which the 
writings of the distinguished author 
are famous. It will have more effect 
than reams of resolutions passed at 
public meetings. It Is perhaps need¬ 
less to say that w® In British Colum¬ 
bia have already made our choice— 
that we are determined this province 
shall be a white province—and we 
have no misgivings about being sup¬ 
ported In our determination by the In¬ 
fluence of the Imperial government, 
which is the ultimate court of appeal. 
That government holds in Its hands 
the key of the daopi of the Orient. *We 
are In possession of the key to the 
door of Canada. We shall turn It If 
necessary. As far as the case of Japan 
Is concerned, we believe there will be 
no necessity of exercising the power 
we possess. 

MAN’S SCIENTIFIC ACHIEVE¬ 
MENTS. 

The Cunard steamship Lusitania *on 
her second trip from Liverpool t^ New 
York has already broken two records. 
She hog made the, fastest. run for a 
single hour and for. a single day. If 
nothing happens to her machinery' or 
fogi do not Interfere with her progress 
she will undoubtedly reduce the time 
across the ocean to such*a point as 
wMl leave no doubt of her superiority 
over all rival#, Brttl#h^pr foreign. When

pany for eupremacy on the ocean. The 

Job Is not an Impossible one from the 
standpoint of engineers who have re¬ 
duced steamboat construction to prac- 
•tlcally an exact science. But It will 
be a' very costly undertaking, add we 
believe the men who are asked to em¬ 
bark their capital In*such a venture 
will consider the sj^bject long and 
diligently before entering the lists 
under condltlqns at present obtaining. 
Of course experience .In the operation 
of the new Cunard liners may be pro¬ 
ductive of new engineering Ideas. The 
art of shipbuilding has made wonder¬ 
ful progreaA during the past quarter of 
a century. Time and again predictions 
have been made that at last the limit 
as to size and speed had been at¬ 
tained.. But each recurring triumph 
merely enlarged the horizon of the de¬ 
signers- who study unceasingly the 
problems of navigation. The limit has 
not yet been reached- and will not he 
exceeded until the economjc factor In¬ 
flexibly Interposes Itself. Whether the 
Lusitania and the Mauretania repre¬ 
sent the limit from the polty of view 
of the stockholders In companies Is yet 
to be determined. And when that 
point Is disposed of. no matter what 
the result may be\the spirit of Inven¬ 
tion will not have been eubdued. The 
turbine engine Is not by any means a 
perfect machine. It Is a mere me¬ 
chanical Infant. It will grow In stat¬ 
ure and Increase In strength. If Wajt 
were alive he would scarcely recognise 
the great reciprocating engine of to¬ 
day. with Its marvellous perfection of 
detail, exhausting In Its batteries of 
cylinders almqst every pound of energy 
coming from Its boilers, as the de¬ 
scendant of the crude product ofTiis 
equally crude workshop. 

It may also be remarked that the 
most wonderful featur/*of the second 
trip of the Lusitania Is not the per¬ 
formance of the ship herself. She Is 
a monument to human Ingenuity and 
enterprise, it Is true. But the moat 
marvellous thing in connection with 
her trip Is the fact that the world has 
been kept continuously Informed of 
, her progress. Without assistance from 
wires or any other visible agency news 
of her dally and hourly progress has 
been flashed from masthead to shore. 
Such feats, wonderful though they 
would have been considered a compar¬ 
atively few years ago, accomplishments 
which less than a half century back 
would have been ascribed to superna¬ 
tural agencies and & century ago might 
have led to the stake, we accept as 
matters of course. We are told that In 
the beginning man was given dominion 
over every living thing that moved 
upon the earth. Man has extended his 
dominion until now he moulds even the 
clemehts to his will and enlists them In 
his service. 

The marching capacity of the soldiers 
seems to have been put to a very se¬ 
vere test during the recent Germany., 
army manoeuvres. A letter to a Berlin 
Journal says that the companies which 
had been brought up to a war strength 
of 200 men by calling up the reserves 
suffered most from the forced marches. 
In the case of one division, which 
marched continuously with only slight 
halts from 2 o’clock In the morning 
until 1 o'clock In the afternoon, many 
companies had lost more than 5 per 
cent, of their strength by 7 o’clock, and 
by 10 o'clock the number of men who 
had fallen out was so great that not 
enough non-commissioned officers were 
left to fulfil the regulations. Accord¬ 
ing to another report of this march, 
"every device on thp part pt the officers 
which relentless severity or the kindli¬ 
est encouragement could suggest was 
needed in order to prevent the ditches 
along the road from becoming filled 
with laggards In t^e most alarming 
manner." Footsoreness was the trou¬ 
ble alleged by the majority of the men 
who fell out. In the case of other troops 
who were taken Into action directly 
after being detrained many of the 
reservists had to be relieved of their 
equipment and allowed to march In 
rear of their regiments. Some of the 
military critics complain that the men 
were often exposed to a much more 
severe physical strain than was neces¬ 
sary.

Hm. Wm. Tempknan Interested is 
Scheme to Deepen and 
Widen River. 


The members of the Fraser river Im¬ 
provement committee who accompani¬ 
ed Hon. Wm. Templeman, minister of 
inla nd revenue, end who sought to en¬ 
list his support in the 
widening of the river, completed their 
trip on Tuesday, and seem pleased with 
the result of their labors. 

A. E. White, secretary of the New 
Westminster Board of Trade, 
that the party, consisting of Hon. Wm. 
Templeman, J. B. Kennedy, M. 

Mayor Ke»ry. A. E. White and D. B. 
Curtle, went down the river *• lar *» 
the sandheads. cloeely observing the 
present channel, the tortuous nature of 
wnlch rendered navigation danger¬ 
ous. .Captain Rogers, the Dominion 
government pilot, explained the de¬ 
fects that required remedying. 

Mr. Templeman appeared deeply In¬ 
terested in the mptter and keenly fol¬ 
lowed the explanations of the pilot. 
The party returned up the river as far 
as the Fraser river sawmills artd the 
glass works, then returning to the city, 
by which time the minister was firmly 
persuaded that something ought to be 
done, as soon as possible.

After all the various suggestions that 
have been made at special meetings 
since Ufe board of school trustees found 
that it^buld not build the Victoria 
West 'Aqlibol to the planx ~originally 
-drawn without overstepping Its ap¬ 
propriation, the flrst proposal of the 
building? and grounds committee to cut 
off ths south wing, was accepted. The 
contract was let to Luney Bros., who 
were the lowest tenderers for the build¬ 
ing according to the amended plans. 

It will*be remembered that when the 
architect. W. Rldgway Wilson, flrst 
presented plans to the board providing 
for the erection of an imposing and at 
the same time suitable school building, 
the board accepted' the design and 
started the work of blasting the rock 
on the site. It was found that the 
building would cost too . qiych, When 

the first tenders were opened, and the 
building and grounds committee rec¬ 
ommended that the south wlng'be left 
out until the board had sufficient 
money to permit of its erection. This 
recommendation was objected to, and 
Mr. Wilson was asked to submit plans 
providing for a compact building hav¬ 
ing a given number of class rooms. 
The latter plan he submitted last night, 
stating, however, that the board could 
not build It with the money at Its dis¬ 
pose 1 . 

After a long discussion It was decod¬ 
ed to accept the former proposal and 
the building will be built minus the 
south wing, which will be added at a 
later date. The tender of Luney Bros., 
829.200, was accepted. The other^ten- 
dereb^were: Wood A McVkar, 132.600; 
Insdale A Malcolm. ”831,099; Martin A 
Thomas, 831,089. 

During the meeting the board’s at¬ 
tention was called, by Superintendent 
F. H. Eaton, to the existing evil of 
truancy a m o ng children and the re¬ 
sults which seemed generally to attend 
such delinquency. There were boys 
being sent to reformatories almost dally 
and enquiry generally revealed that 
they had commenced thetr career of 
wrong-doing with truancy. He thought 
that the matter was a very serious one 
and that It was worthy of the board's 
closest attention. There were some 
parents who hbd told him that they had 
no control over their children. He did 
not think that a truant officer could do 
anything with such incorrigibles unless 
they were placed In some kind of truant 
school where they would be taught 
that truancy was an offence and where 
they would receive every opportunity 
to expand their love for the strenuous 
life along lines that would bring them 
profit. 

Mr. Eaton suggested that (he board 
enquire Into the present state of the 
statutary law on this matter and en¬ 
deavor to obtain legislation that would 
place In the hands of the trustees a 
remedy for the evil. 

This suggestion was adopted and 
Chairman G. Jay and Truatee McfCeon 
were appointed a committee to Inter¬ 
view the government. 

The following resolution commending 
the local board for their action In ex¬ 
cluding all Chinese children from the 
schools who could not speak English 
was forwarded to the board from the 
Vancouver trades and labor council: 

WhereAs It ts reported that the Victoria 
school board has refused to admit Asiatic 
children to the public schools: therefore 
be It resolved that the Trades and Labor 
Council of Vancouver. In meeting assem¬ 
bled. heartily endorses the action of the 
Victoria school board, and that the sec¬ 
retary be Instructed to forward a copy of 
thle resolution to the Victoria school 
board. 

The secretary of the Vancouver board 
of school trustees wrote asking for par¬ 
ticulars as to the stand which the local 
board had takfn In this matter. 

E. B. Paul/ principal of the High 
school, wrote the board asking that the 
trustees permit the holding of an even¬ 
ing function in the High school on Oct. 
18th. at which the presentation of prises 
to the senior classes would take place. 
It was the intention of the committee 
having charge of the arrangements to 
have tne prise delivery for the juniors 
in the afternoon as heretofore, but to 
hold a more attractive entertainment In 
I ths evening for the senior scholars, at 
j which refreshments would be served. 
The matter was referred to the finance 
committee, as the board Is asked to de¬ 
fray expenses,.
